Study Your Clubs 
Before Using Them 


Many golfers don’t know the power of the different clubs they | 
carry, es related to their own game, and are constantly in a dilem- | 
ma as to what club they should use for a certain shot 

Some, when they come to a shot which they think ought to be a 
mashie, but which they think is too far for the mashie, will take 
a midiron and try to let up on the stroke, or else will take a wooden 
club where they ought to take a midiron and do the same thing 

In letting up on the stroke they fail to hit the ball firmly and 


| in consequence, @ great percentage of the time, make a fuzzle of 
the shot. My advice is for 4 player to give his different clubs a 

thorough testing to see about what they will do for him 
A good way to do this is to pick out some spot on the course 


which often has perplexed him; say, a spot on some hole where his 
drives frequently go and which has # carry over a bunker or some 
hezard to reach the green. Let him take a dozen balls and try the 
shot with a midiron, then perhaps a jigger, if he carries one, and 
after that a mashie 

Experimenting in this way he is reasonably certain of hitting 
three or four balls, at least, out of each dozen in a way that shoul: 
give him a pretty definite idea of what each style of club is good 
for in his hands. Or again he might pick out a short hole and try | 
different clubs on that 

There's nothing like possessing reasonably accurete know! 
edge of one's power with the different clubs, not only because there 
generally is a right aud a wrong shot, but because when # man has 
found out by experiment about what he can do, he faces a shot with 
a rouch greater sense of security 

He not only has 2 reasonable definite idea of how far he ean hit 
with a certain club, but he knows that to gain the results he must 
hit his shot firmly and firmness is one of the greatest asseta in a

In an address in the city on Tuesday, Premier 
Greenfield definitely stated that in his opinion it 
is not practicable to create a well organized 
‘pool’ to handle the present season's wheat crop. 
That apparently means that all proposals are off 
so far as concerns the establishment of a provin- 


by legislative enactment and backed by the Gov- 
ernment. That pools will be formed is more than 
probable; some are already formed or forming. 
But these are local in character, can have no wide 
effect, except upon the interests of those concern 
ed, and are without any special legal sanction. 
That the Government will lend what assistance it 
can to promote the objects of these district or 
regional mergers is to be supposed. But that evi- 
dently is where the pooling impulse is to end for 
this year, unless of course Mr. Sapiro can show 


how,the larger project can be set going in the} 


course of a fortnight or so 

Pending a revelation of the kind, the decision 
of the Government seems to be the only one pos- 
sible, having regard to the enormity of the inter- 
ests which would be involved in a scheme to con- 
trol half or more of fhe wheat grown in the pro- 
vince, and to handle this speculatively at the risk 
of the growers. It is to be suspected that there has 
been more than thought contributed to the pooling 
proposition so far. The light and airy manner in 
which the idea is commended, and instant action 
demanded, bespeaks a faith that is admirable but 
dangerous. It is well that the Government is 
keeping a foot on the brakes, and reminding all 
concerned that it is one thing to plunge into a 
pool and another thing to come out with anything 
worth the effort. 

A provincial wheat pool would be a gigantic 
merger; an inter-provincial pool a corresponding- 
ly greater one. The prospective benefits to be 
derived from it are at least arguable, while the 
possible losses from bad management or bad 
judgment are obvious. Not least of the difficulties 
is the fact that the membership in Alberta alone 
might run to upwards of one hundred thousand 
farmers; a very large proportion of whom have 
been fighting drought and hoppers for several 
years and are not in position to hold their wheat 


whatever they think or hope it will be later on. 
‘These men need money as soon as they can get it, 
and must have it to pay their debts and support 
their families. They cannot upon their own re 


sources hold their wheat for a rise in price. If | 


the wheat were pooled some arrangement would 
have to be made by which they would be able to 
get advances from the banks until in the judg 
inent of the directors of the pool it was wise to 
sell. The banks naturally would not advance more 
than a fraction of the value of the grain, small 
enough to protect themselves against a possible 
drop in price plus the consequences of possible 


poor management of the holding and selling | 


agency. Before a pooling scheme would be prac 
ticable to the farmer who is not in good financial 


tutions would have to be worked out, and possibly 
tonfirmed by legislation, which would guarantee 
both the farmer who must have an advance and 
the bank which gave it. With perhaps fifty 
thousand farmers who could only go into a poo! 
on that basis, the magnitude of this preliminary 
financial arrangement can be foreseen 

And financing the wheat-grower who necds 
money is only the first and perhaps not the grea‘ 
est of the details to be dealt with before a provur 
cial or inter-provincial poo! can be got going in a 
workable way. Wheat cannot be stored withou 
elevators. The bulk of the Alberta wheat crop is 
threshed out of doors, and has to stay out of doors 
until it is hauled to the elevators or cars at the 
local shipping points. Elevators cost money whe 
ther they are bought, rented or buil That the 
owners would sell or rent the existing elevators is 
by no means certain, and it would take a whole
